Six Southern Illinois mining 
towns today began a long-threat- 
ened boycott of St. Louis merchan- 
dise in protest against the new 
smoke elimination ordinance, warn- 
jing that the “program of reciproc- 
jty” will be continued until the or- 
dinance is repealed. 

'€ G. Stiehl, president of the 
gt. Clair-Madison Coal Operators’ 
Association, comprising 80 mine op- 
erators employing about 6000 
miners, announced at Belleville 
that the boycott would be cen- 
tered against St. Louis foodstuffs 
and St. Louis newspapers. Most 
of the merchants in the mining 
towns involved buy their foods 
from St. Louis wholesalers. The 
townspeople will also cease shop- 
ping here for clothes and other 
needs, he said. 

The towns involved in the boy- 
eott are Freeburg, New Athens, 
Lenzburg, Marissa, Tilden and 


southeast of Belleville, extending 
30 miles to Coulterville. 

These mining towns, Stiehl as- 
gerted, have been “organized 100 
per cent” by the Coal Operators’ 
Association in the boycott drive, 
with miners, merchants and civic 
organizations all co-operating. Most 
of the miners are Progressive 
Miners, affiliated with the AFL. 

“Not an Idle Rumor.” 

The “program of reciprocity,” 
Stichl warned, will be intensified 
in the latter part of this month and 
early next month, when the mines 
reopen for the winter season. The 
boycott will be carried next to the 
Collinsville area north of Belleville, 

' then to the Herrin territory farther 
mouth, in Perry, Williamson and 
he said, edding: 
“This time it’s not an idle rumor 
or threat. We're organized, and 
we really mean business.” 

The Coal Operators’ Association 
long has fought the smoke elimina- 
tion program in St. Louis, taking 
the. stand that it will ruin many 
mine operators in Southern Illinois 
who as yet have no facilities for 
processing the smoky, high-volatile 
Southern Illinois coal. It has urged 
that the smoke elimination ordi- 

mance be repealed permanently or 
until processing plants have been 
constructed in Illinois. Plans for 
such processing plants are now be- 
ing made.

WILLKIE AGANST 
UNDERSTANDINGS 
WITH ROOSEVELT 


Claims ‘Unhampered Right’ 
of Public Discussion of 
the Administration’s For- 
eign Policy. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 


Aug. 10 (AP).—As the Republican 


nominee, Wendell L. Willkie wants 


no “advance commitments and un- 


derstandings” with the Democratic 
regarding foreign 
policy and claims “an unhampered 
right of public discussion” of such 


policy. 
“The Chief Executive and Con- 


gress must bear their appropriate 


responsibilities and the candidate 
for the presidency of the United 
States should reserve to himself an 
unhampered right of public dis- 
cussion,” Willkie said in a state- 
ment. 

Tells of Being Approached. 
He issued the statement late yes- 
terday after saying at his press 
conference that some persons had 
approached him recently with svg- 
gestions “that I enter into certain 
commitments on specific propcsals 
concerned with the foreign policy 
of the United States, provided the 
administration would take certain 
positions thereto.” 
Some of the persons, Wilikie said, 
stated “they did not represent tke 
administration, while others left 
their status in doubt.”. 
“First of all,” Willkie said, “my 
general views on the foreign policy 
and the vital interests of the 
United States in the present inter- 
national situation are well known. 


“As to specific executive or leg- 


,|islative proposals, I do not think it 


appropriate for me to enter i.-9 
advance commitments and under- 
standings.” 

Willkie added that if any respon- 
sible administration spokesman 
wanted to take a public position on 
foreign policy Willkie might “on 
appropriate occasions, comment 
thereon.” He previously expressed 
willingness to reply to President 
Roosevelt on any question the Chief 
Executive might ask him. | 

Recalls Roosevelt Decision. 

He recalled that Roosevelt, when 
elected in 1932, had declined to 
enter any agreements with Herbert 
Hoover, then Chief Executive. 

Willkie said that while there was 
some doubt about the wisdom of 
Roosevelt’s post-election position 
then, no one could doubt the cor- 
rectness of that position “when 
taken by a candidate for presi- 
dent.” 

“May I add that at this time in 
the world’s history, when demo- 
cratic government and method is 
in test, we should be especially 
careful to keep alive the democratic 
process in arriving at governmen- 
tal policies and acts,” Willkie said.

Purchasing Commission Estimates 
War Orders Valued at Two Bil- 
lion Placed in America. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 10 (AP).— 
The British Purchasing Commis- 
sion revealed yesterday that 2900 
United States airplanes already had 
been delivered to Great Britain, 
and estimated at 1000 to 1 Ger- 
many’s chances of starving’ the 

British Isles by a blockade.

Executives of the Baldwin Locomo- 
tive Works expect to begin “with- 
in six months” production of $5,- 
689,725 worth of huge tanks for 
the United States Army.

est and best proposal by approxi- 
mately $100,000, was filed in the 


Missouri Supreme Court today. 

The court was asked to order the 
commission to set aside its order 
of July 11 rejecting bids by the 
Von Hoffmann Press and the Mid- 
land Printing Co. of Jefferson City, 
holder of the contract for the last 
Six years, and calling for new bids 
on Aug. 15. 


The petition also asked that the 
commission be required to rein- 
State the rejected bids, consider 
them “without bias, prejudice or 
favoritism,” that it award the con- 
jtract to the Von Hoffmann Press, 
ithat.a temporary contract awarded 
\to the Midland company pending 
‘receipt of new bids be canceled 
‘and that the order calling for new 
bids on Aug. 15 be set aside. 


Contract for $800,000 or More. 


The contract, for a two-year pe- 
riod ending July 1, 1942, will amount 
to between $800,000 and $900,000, it 
was said, based on the present vol- 
ume of printing requirements of 
State departments.

The Midland company bid 
on the basis of monotype, and the 
Von Hoffmann used the linotype 
method, but the latter said it would 


use monotype where necessary. 
Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed the method of composition 
to be used had not been included 
in the specifications to bidders for 
several years. 
Discrimination Charged. 


The petition charged that the 
commission “wrongfully, unlaw- 
fully, arbitrarily and without just 
cause or excuse rejected all bids,”’ 
and asserted the Von Hoffmann bid 
“without question” was the low- 
est by approximately $100,000. 

It was charged that the commis- 
sion, in calling for new bids and 
issuing new specifications, intended 
“arbitrarily and wrongfully,” to 
eliminate the Von Hoffmann Press 
as a bidder, “and with the further 
unlawful design and purpose of 
awarding said contracts to Midland 
Printing Co. and thereby deprive 
the taxpayers of the State of Mis- 
souri of tte benefits and advan- 
tages of the lower proposals of the 
Von Hoffmann Press, and thereby 
nullifying the purpose of the sta- 
tutes of Missouri requiring competi- 
tive bids.”

Senator Barkley of Kentucky, 


the Democratic floor leader, ex- 
‘pressed the opinion to reporters 
that conscription and voluntary en-

Barkley also said he thought op- 
ponents of the conscription legis- 
lation would muster their maximum 
strength on compromise amend- 
ments. He predicted that, if such 
compromise attempts failed, fewer 
than 25 Senators would vote against 
final passage of the bill.

Opposition Senators, meanwhile, 
were reported to be discussing the 
possibility of a referendum vote 
on conscription at the November 
election. Some of these Senators 
said they were confident that given 
a chance to express its -opinion at 
the polls. the country would show 
a majority sentiment against the 
draft.

Admiral Tarrant nointed out the 
ways where eight Cestroyers are un- 
der construction—some practically 
finished, others just started. Yard 
officials informed Roosevelt that 
$55,000,000 in construction work was 
under way 

The Potomac cruised up Boston 
Harbor past old fortifications and 
eased up to the pier alongside the 
renowned Constitution, “Old Iron- 
sides,” a relic of another era of 
naval history. 

After inspecting the yard the 
President headed for the Water- 
town arsenal to view the forging of 
big guns for the army.

It is with a feeling of urgent necessity 
that I emphasize that no child-welfare 
agency in this city engages in the rep- 
rehensible practice of buying and selling 
babies. 

The urgent necessity of making that 
fact broadcast arises because the confi- 
dence of the public in those agencies 
must be protected and fostered in order 
to make possible their highest, continued 
public service. 

I am aware that both in your editorial 
and in the report of the radiceast of the 
Community Forum a saving exemption 
of the child-welfare agencies of the city 
from the abhorred practice was made, 

However, the excellent standards and 
results of child welfare work in this com- 
munity, both of the agencies and the of- 
ficers of the Juvenile Court, should not 
be presented by way of exception. They 
should be heralded as prime fact. No 
other presentation could do them justice. 

It is a violation of the criminal code 
of Missouri to transfer the custody of a 
child from one person to another with- 
out the consent of the Juvenile Court in 
whose juridiction the child is, It is not 
conceivable that juvenile courts anywhere 


in this State condone the practice of buy- 


ing and selling babies by approving 
changes of custody and granting adop- 
tion where the facts are known.

Heavy Rains in Louisiana Give

down today to their most exten- 
sive peacetime maneuvers.

Officers Think Training Is More 
Needed Now Than Modern Arms. 

OGDENSBURG, N. Y., Aug. 10 
(AP).—The First Army’s command- 
ing officers, while deploring equip- 
ment shortages in northern New 
York’s war games, pushed troops 
through maneuvers today .con- 
vinced that intensive training is 
more needed at present than mod- 
ern arms. 

Aids in the rigid instruction pro- 
gram leading to the three-day “bat- 
tle” opening Aug. 19 between in- 
vading “blacks” and _ defending 
“blues” asserted that many of the 
nearly 100,000 troops should have 
“much more training” before using 
latest weapons. 

“The obvious lack of equipment 
was disclosed at last year’s war 
maneuvers,” one authoritative 
source maintained. “This year the 
chief objective should be training 
and more training because some of 
us feel certain that we will get 
modern arms as soon as possible.” 

Special training, for example, was 
ordered for a New England Na- 
tional Guard Division which con- 
tains, officers said, about 600 rook- 
ies who “never fired a rifle.” 

Col. James A. Stevens, Regular 
Army instructor, told the 29th Divi- 
sion that the troops should learn 
new systems well and conceded 
“many of us have been confused 
by changing methods in army pro- 
cedure.”

One and one-half pounds lamb 

neck slices, one tablespoon bacon 

drippings, one cup hot water, one 
teaspoon salt, one pound new po- 

‘'tatoes, one bunch small carrots, 

one pound peas, flour. 

Brown meat on both sides in the 

‘bacon drippings which have been 

‘melted in a large iron skillet or 


potatoes; if small, leave whole, oth- 
erwise cut in halves or quarters 
Scrape carrots and leave whole, or 
cut lengthwise in halves or quar- 
ters. Shell peas. When meat 
about half done, add more water 
(about one-half to one cup, depend- 
ing on amount of evaporation 
put in potatoes and carrots. 
They will require about 
ters of an hour to cook done. Cook 
peas separately, in boiling salted 
water to barely cover, allowing 20 
to 1inutes for them to cook 
tender. When meat is done, lift 
out onto platter and surround with 
potatoes, carrots and peas. Thicken 
gravy with a flour-water paste, add- 
ing more water if desired. Serves 
five.
